arc classified as to states. They are 
now to bo classed.

tion regarding all tho mines along a 
certain lino ot railway.

reclaBstllcMion ot the coal raining lists 
of the Survey lias hceti under contem- 
plation tor some time. - 


The War Department would have to 


rely heavily upon the Geological Sur- 
vey Cov Information as to the -produc- 
tion ot coal and other minerals in case 
of war. 
The only complete informa- 


tion regarding IIioso matters possessed 
by tho government is In the hands of 
tho Geological Survey. 
'It. IB rocog- 


nlitod that one of the most necessary 
steps which would have to be taken, 
if active military operations should 
become necessary, would he an ar- 
rangement 
whereby all by-product 


coke ovens could bo kept continuously
